LBJ's Name 
Brought Info 
Baker Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Lyndon 


B. Johnson's acceptance of a 
free sterophonic console, dis- 
closed in a Senate investigation 
of former Senate aide Robert 
r. Baker, drew fire today from 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del. 


Williams said in a statement: 


"Under preceding administra- 
tions the acceptance of lavish 
entertainment and large gifts 
by officials of the U.S. govern- 
ment was strongly condemned, 
and it cannot be condoned now 
any more than it was then." 


Williams' statement referred 


to testimony by Don B. Reyn- 
nolds, Washington and Silver 
Springs, Md., insurance man, 
that in 1959 at the suggestion of 
Baker he gave Johnson a stereo 
set costing more than $500. 
President Johnson then was the 
Senate Democratic leader. 


Reynolds had sold $100,000 of 


insurance on Johnson's life in 
1957. The amount was increased 
to $200,000 in 1961 after Johnson 
became vice president. 


The insurance man also testi- 


fied he agreed to buy over 
$1,200 worth of advertising on a 
radio-television station in Aus- 
tin, Tex., owned by the LBJ Co. 
which is paying the insurance 
premiums. Mrs. Johnson con- 
trolled the LBJ Co. at the time, 
but has put her stockholdings in 
trust 
since Johnson 
became 


President. 


It was a demand by Williams, 


who had investigated Baker's 
outside 
business 
activities, 


which set off the Senate Rules 
Committee's investigation of the 
former .secretary to the Senate 
Democratic majority and dis- 
closure of the gift of the stereo.

Think Russia 
Interested in 
LBJ's Proposal

GENEVA (AP)-Western and 


neutral delegates at the 17-na- 
tion 
disarmament 
conference 


expressed confidence today that 
the Soviet Union is studying 
President Johnson's new arms 
control proposals with excep- 
tional interest. 


The President, in a message 


read at the conference's re- 
sumption Tuesday, proposed a 
verified freeze on the number 
and specifications of nuclear de- 
livery systems—missiles, sub- 
marines, planes and the like— 
and a controlled cutoff in the 
production of nuclear materials 
for'weapons. 


Some delegates believed two 


less spectacular proposals by 
Johnson had better chances of 
a favorable Soviet 
reaction. 


These called for agreement to 
prevent the spread of nuclear 
weapons to nations that don't 
have them and a system of ob- 
servation posts to prevent acci- 
dental war or surprise attack. 


These in general coincided 


with two points proposed by So- 
viet delegate Semyon K. Tsar- 
apkin as part of a seven-point 
program 
of negotiations, 
but 


agreement was not complete. 


Johnson, for example, word- 


ed his proposal to ban the trans- 
fer'of nuclear weapons so that 
it would not apply to the multi- 
lateral nuclear force proposed 
for the North Atlantic Alliance. 
Tsarapkin called for prevention 
of the spread of nuclear weap- 
ons -to multilateral forces as 
well as to individual nations. 


Johnson's proposals for the 


first time broke up the huge 
and complex package of general 
disamament, long deadlocked 
in the two-year-old conference. 
A general disarmament treaty 
still is the ultimate goal, but the 
U.S. proposals are preliminary 
measures which might start the 
powers toward a comprehensive 
treaty. 


The U.S proposals also includ- 


ed a treaty to outlaw the use 
or threat of force and subver- 
sion, and a new effort to ban 
underground 
nuclear 
weapon 


tests, excluded from the limited 
test ban treaty. 


There was no immediate in- 


dication of the Soviet response.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


—A new U.S. communications 
satellite, Relay 2, circled the 
earth today and may be Joined 
Friday by another, the giant 
Echo 2 balloon, as scientists 
seek the best space system for 
worldwide radio, television and 
telephone coverage. 


Relay 2 shot into orbit from 


Cape Kennedy Tuesday atop a 
three-stage Delta rocket. 


On the satellite's first orbit, 


radio communications and a 
television test pattern were 
beamed to it from Mojave, Cal- 
if. The satellite 
immediately 


transmitted the signals back to 
Mojave and to a station at Nut- 
ley, N.J.
